We do not in- 
tend to make many promises, as such things 
are So frequently broken that the public have 
lost nearly all confidence in them, out prefer 
rather that the paper shall speak for itself. — 
It is proper, however, to say. that we wilt j 
admit communications upon all subjects of 
interest; religious moral, social, and political; 
and from all men, rich or poor, learned or un- 
learned. They must, however, be written 
in a mild and. courteous style, contain- 
ing something useful or instructive, dealing 
in reason and moral suasion, rather than ii. 
rade and abuse, . , 

It is not intended that the ‘P eople's Organ’ 
shall be a moral sewer imo wjrieh ihe filth of 
bad me * may flow, but a crucible in which 
the dross may he seperated from the pure 
gold, the chaff frojt the grain, and truth 
from error. 

* Our present arangeraent is that the matter,

Whoever, then,, has any thing to say, 
that . will enlighten his fellows, let him 
say on? whoever is anxious to weave for his 
brow a ciown of laurels by entering the lists 
of newspaper controversy, come on* , we bid 
you welcome. 

It will be perceived that, our plan differs 
x materially from thatoof any other paper in ex- 
istence. In all papers the opinions and views 
of one or two men, however dogmatical and 
inconsistent they may be, are sent forth with 
all the pomposity imaginable, and their read 
ersare obliged to swallow them down wheth- 
er they like them or not. And if an offended 
or an insulted reader tells his editor that he 
does not like this or that article, the editor po- 
litely tells him to go home and mind his own 
business* that it is impossible for him to 
please evry body, and therefore, he has come 
to the wise conclusion to pease himself * 

Now, our plan is that »♦//«? people" shall 
write for themselves, and it* they cannot 
please themselves, itu their own fault. Out 
paper will at least possess the merit of novel- 
ty, and by the way, that same is no small 
merit now-a-days. 

With regard to the various questions to be 
discussed in our paper, wo, will sot now say 
any thing on lb* propriety of discussing them, 
saving that of tf-tr monism. Oa this ques- 
tion we d=» think there is a morbid sensibility 
in the minds of the great mass of mankind.

FRE^EYTERUN MARRIAGES. 

O'Connel ami Repeal are not the on 
\y subjects on which excitement and agi- 
tation are prevailing 1 in Ireland. — The 
course taken bv the High Church parly, 
OO the Marriage Question is an insult lo 
the people, ami so treated bv thousands, 
A correspondent of the N. Y. Christian 
Intelligencer, m a letier dated London, xV* 
pril 3d, writes as fallows: 

There is a formidable agitation at pres 
.cut in the North of Ireland concerning the 
Marriages by Presbyterian Ministers. In 
conformity with the recomendation of the 
General Assembly, recently held at Bel- 
fast. meetings are now held throughout 
all the province of Ulster.

L»rd$, and the creatures of the 
Bishops, again-t th Presbyterians, are 
denounced in the strongest terms. The

ance had been ma-.e between Prelacy 
and Presbyterianism in Ireland. But ‘ii 
seems that the boasted union no longer 
exist-; foi, by the avowals at the princi- 
pal public meetings, in reference to the 
Marriage Act, the speakers declared, with 
the undivided aprobation'of the'A-semblies 
present, “We indignantly reject this pro 
fered Marriage Act, which requires that 
the banns shall be proclaimed before the 
guardians of the poor, and whichMemands 
heavy fees* and instills us by placing 
policeman close to the minister and bride 
and bridegroom, to see that the ceremony 
is dul> performed. For the future, our 
mono shall be, Civil and Religious Lib- 
erty!”

Familarized as l had al- 
ready bpcome with the carnage of a nattle 
field, having been at Marengo, anti early in- 
itialed as 1 had tieen with dm sanguinary 
scenes of horror daily orcuring at Paris dur* 
ins the revolution, while I was merely a 
stapling at school in that city; vet did all 
these sink into significance before the display 
of the various anodes of cold-blooded torture 
which the diabolical minds of men falling 
themselves ‘holy/ had invented. The vari- 
rimis instruments 1 there helvld, d uihtjess, 
differed hut little from those mentioned by 
Colonel Lebrna nows ki; indeed they appear to 
have much resembled each other in all the 
inquisitorial establishments.

The oth- 
er was, perhaps a mort refined pipce of bar- 
barity; there was a room, aro- nd which were 
several niches just large ei-ough to admit th* 3 
human body quite uprighi; in the*p the un- 
fortunate offenders were placed and w-illed 
up to the middle, thereto reuain until the 
more friendly tyrant, Deirh, should »md their 
nr series, which were protracted by their be 
ing compelled, at very distant nervals, tci 
swallow a small portion of bread and water. 

Oenld these wretches, the holy inquisitors 
deceive themselves into a belief ihat they 
were promoting the interests of ibp Chris- 
tian religion? O, no! They surely must 
have been demons in human shape, permu- 
ted for a time to have their full sway on 
earth, in order to strengthen God is his own 
irterpreter, and therefore to him wa must 
leave the solution of that mysterl-ns ques< 
tion— why were these things permitted!

1st John, chap v. 8, “ And there are three 
that bear witness in earth, the spirit, and the 
water* and the blood; and these three agree 
in one.” 

9th verse; “If we receive the witness of 
men, the witness of God is greater:, for this 
is the witness of God which he hath testified 
of his Son:** 

10th verse: “ He thatbelieveth on the S^n 
of God, hath tfm witness in fomself: -hfc-TSwi 
believe:!* not God, hath made him a liar; be- 
cause he believeth not the record that God 
gave of his Son.”

On receiving the witness of men, we look 
for consistency of character; therefore, if a 
man in bearing witness should contradict 
himself by telling two opposite stories con- 
cerning the same matteT r in that case we 
would convict him of perjury, and for ever 
after consider that man not worthy of con- 
fidence, But how often do we hear in the 
religious world the loud sounding profession 
of experimental religion, that the Spirit of 
God had borne witness of something to that 
man or woman, but when we ask them the 
question — Do you believe in the gift of pre- 
sent revelation ? 0, no, we do not believe 
in the gift of revelation in these days. And 
then, when vre compare their experience?, 
what do we hear? Why* all that mass cf 
contradiction exemplified in the present cha 
T&eter of this Teligious age, filled with a’i 
manner of heresy and confusico that wicked 
men and Teligious speculators can invent; so 
much -so, that if the present state of religious 
society docs not constUue that order cf 
things that was foretold by Peter and Jude, 
and also that which is called Babylon — Rev. 
chap, xvii: the whore and harlot thereof: 
then the vision which the Lord Jesus reveal- 
ed to John on the Isle of Patinos, is of no 
meaning or use. 

By this time we have some clue to whom 
the sayings of the Apostles righteously ap- 
ply, ar>d that too, according to the voice of 
Jesus Christ himself, and the testimony of 
the Spirit, a* tillered by the pens of the 
Apostles. They apply to those who say that 
the day of direct relation is past and gone, 
no more to return till the day cf judgment. 

Thus, in the absence ot every spirtunl gift, 
that once constituted and adoroed the Chris- 
tian Church io the day# of the Apoaties, 


such men as Mr. .Miium Bird s\iil tube the ! 
ccat of mingled colors, which belongs to his 
own Kirit ami others, and apply it to us, the 
Latte: Day Saints, who receive, preach, and 
enjoy iho>e spiritual gifts which are so ob- 
noxious and loathsome in his (Mr. Bird’s) 
sight. 

Here follow a specimen of the gifts and 
graces that Latter Day Saints believe and 
enjoy.

In the first place we will at end to the 
question of “gathering.” Mr. Philo says, 
“This gathering together is about the worst 
feature in the whole affair.” Yes, Sir, 1 will 
acknowledge frankly, on mj own part, the 
doctrine of the gathering is a pivot on which 
the cause of the Latter Day Saints stands or 
falls. If that one single point of faith and 
practice i? anti-scriptural, then as a mailer Of 
course the whole is of anti-Christ. There- 
fore, I will say honestly and aboveboard that 
the instant I learn that in this one point I am 
wrong I will renounce the cause forever! — 
And be assured dear sirs, that an argument 
which will produce this effect is the very 
identicle thing the world and the Saints want, 
to put a final atop to the Mormon cause. If 
this can be done now, why was it not done 
fourteen years ago! For I apprehend the 
materials for doing it were just as accessible 
then as they are now! And why, oh why in 
the name of humanity and Christian philan- 
thropy, has not the ministers of this age came 
out like men of God and put a stop to what 
the call “ delusion ” by writing and preaching 
on this subject; for from the very outstart 
of this cause, this point of faith and practice 
has stood out in bold relief; and has been pro- 
claimed to all men and in all places where 
the faith has been presented. 

Mr. Joseph Smith presented the Book of 
Mormon to the world in the month of March, 
1830. An edition of more than 3000 copies 
were issued, and that too without fitst procu- 
ring subscribers, or taking measures in any 
way to secure the cost of publication $3000. 
•So completely was his mind imbued with the 
importance of the work. On the sixth of A pi. 
1830, the church of Jesus Christ of Latterday 
Saints was first organized with six members j 
only. The next spring the Saints began to 
gather to the west; and so mightily did the 
work roll on under the preaching of Mr. S. 
that in the fall of 1833 there were 1200 saints 
collected in, (and were driven from) Jackson 
co., Missouri. How many belonged to the 
church at that time, who had not gathered I 
do not know. The probability is there were 
as many more. Whose talent was first en- 
gaged in this work? Answ. Joseph Smith’s 
who in 1830 was only 23 years old, born and 
brought op in obscure and humble life burst- 
ing forth all at once, like a comet in the Hea- 
vens, combating the learning and ignorance 
of this high sounding age of civil and religi- 
ous refinement. 

No sooner did Mr. Smith begin to preach 
than the work of “gathering” began, which 
so Philo’s opinion is the worst feature of tbs 
whole affair. Why, oh why, has not the

And when the great wheel 
of old truth telling time has had an opportu- 
nity to develope the facu as they are in truth, 
the sober truth loving part of community have 
blushed for the shamelessness, of such per- 
ons, and forsaken their society and united - 
themselves with the Mormons in order to as 
sociate themselves with decent company, for 
the old adage holds good yet that “a man is 
known by the company he keeps/* 

No, Messrs. Editors, neither Campbell, 
Kidder, Sort, Turner, orany other men dare 
enter this uetd ofcontrovercy, for every school 
boy knows that the scriptures are too full and 
too ponied on the subject of the gathering, to 
leave unprotected.

every scriptural argument which they attempt 
to arraign against the gathering, while the 
intelligent, sober, honest part of their con- 
gregations are leaving these proud Priests to 
perish in their own pride, worldly mind ’d-

Thus you see that if believing in the gather, 
ing makes Mormons, then all the Prophets 
from Moses to John the Revelator were such. 
Fori aver there is not a topic in the whole 
Book of God that the Prophets dwell more 
elaborately upon than that of the "gathering] 
In the last days, and the building up of Zion 
end Jerusalem. 11 Jerusalem will, however, 
be built by the Jews in Palestine, while as 
Tre have found Zion will be built by the Gen- 
tries in “Ephratah in the fields (prairies) of 
the wood. 11 

Mr. Philo further remarks, "Even suppo- 
sing the Mormons to be the true church and 
that in Zion & Jerusalem there is deliverance 
dees any one suppose that being within the 
boundary line of a city will save him. If by 
Zion is meant the church, 1 ' &c. B ow timely 
that conditional term ‘if 1 came in there.— 
Why, sir, were you fearful of committing 
yourself in that case. Why did you not say 
right cut boldly that Zion meant the Christian 
church and nothing else. 

We reply that it is evident from the fore- 
going and the following scriptures, that Zion 
means a city built in the “last days 11 by the 
church of God, for tr.e deliverance of his peo- 
ple, while he proceeds to destroy the nations 
of the wicked, and leave their cities desolate 
mad their land waste without an inhabitant. 
O ye Gentihrs read ami be wise, for Daniel 
Ilfs that “the wise •hall understand bat none, 
of the wicked shall understand. 11

Delivered from what, I ask? Answer.—

with the Gentile nations, before the second 
advent of Chrisi takes place. Therefore it is 
said “come out of her my people and be not 
partaker of her sins that you receive not 
her plagues .'

Come Mr. Philo, let us yinld to the word 
of the Lord, and look for the literal gathering 
of the saints in the “las; days 11 to Zion and 
Jerusalem. And if what we have said this 
time does not satisfy you we have yet another 
lengthy article presented to us in the new 
Testament. We will leave the subject for 
the present by saying that the Lord will has- 
trn all things initf time 1 0 the strict and fait- 
fiil fulfillment of all his holy word.

ISLAND OF BERMUDA — RECENT. 

This is one of the British West India 
Islands, about twenty miles in length, and 
from two to three miles in breadth, it 
contains a population a little over nine 
thousand souls, about one half being 
white, and the other half colored. The 
principal productions of the island arc ar- 
row root, potatoes, onions, &c. Eman- 
cipation took place here, as in other is- 
lands, — since which time the colony has 
been in a highly prosperous condition. — 
In a conversation with an intelligent mer- 
chant, who we believe is a native of Ber- 
muda, and is now engaged in business 
there, we learned the following facts — fis 
left the island to come out to the United 
States, in the early part of the preseni 
month. He states, that he never saw the 
country look so flourishing as during the 
present season. The agricultural inter- 
est is decidedly on the advance; considera- 
ble wheat is now growing, and the crop 
of arrow root and potatoes will be unusu- 
ally large.

You have been rightly informed rela- 
tive to our negro troubles — the free ne- 
groes are leaving the Islands in crowds. 
There are but five nnilattoes left. Blake- 
ly, the demist, the yellow musicians and 
artisans, are still in jail. You may rest 
assured that upward of three thousand 
are in jail; and all the foreigners are leav- 
ing or have gone; the regiment of free 
negroes has been disbanded. 

The Governor is holding out every in- 
ducement lor the encouraging emigration 
of white laborers from Spain, and the Ca- 
nary Islands. The execution of the ne- 
groes has not commenced yet — in the 
meantime, they are whipping them into 
confession. It seems, also, that upon 
the failure of the conspiracy intended for 
the Holy Week, another was in prepara- 
tion, to commence Oth May last, at Gui- 
nes, but was nipped in the bud. 

Among the conspirators, they number- 
ed some white persons — they were also 
to be shot. Sixty benches are erected en 
the place of execution, for the purpose of 
shooting that number at a time. —Tri- 
bune* 

Slavery Abolished in Ilong Kong . — 
On the 2Sth day of February, the Legis- 
lative Council of Hong Kong parsed an 
ordinance declaring the laws of England 
relative to Slavery, to be in full force is 
that Colony, except in the case of slaves 
introduced by persons, not subjects of 
Her Majesty, who on examination before 
a magistrate, in the absence of their mas- 
ters, and on being assured that they can 
be free il they chose, avow their prefer- 
ence to remain in Slavery; yet even then 
they cannot remove from the Island with- 
out 8gain going before a magistrate and 
declaring that they go voluntarily, and in 
preference to remaining in the colony as 
freemen.

AWFUL ASSASINATION1, 

THE PLEDGED FAITH OF THE 
STATE OF ILLINOIS STAINED 
WITH INNOCENT BLOOD 
BY A MOB!! 

On Monday the 21th ult., after Gov. Ford 
Fold had sent word, that those eighteen per- 
sons demanded on a warrant, among whom 
were Joseph and Hyrum Smith, should be 
protected by the Militia of the State, they in 
company with 3ometen or twelve others, star- 
ted for Carthage. Four miles from thatplace 
they were met by Captain Dunn, witha com- 
pany of cavalry, wlio had an order from the j 
Governor for the “ State drnis” Gen. Smith 
endorsed the acceptance of the same, and 
both parties returned to Nauvoo to abtain the 
arms. Afer the arms were obtained, both 
parties took ap the line of March for Car- 
thage, where they arrived about five minutes 
before 12 o'clock at Night. Captain Dunn 
nobly acquitting himself landed us safely at 
Hamilton’s hotel. 

*ln the rooming we ssw the Governor, and 
he pledged the faith of the Stale, that we should 
bb protected. Gen. Smith and his brother 
Hyrum were arrested by a warrant founded 
Cfi the oaths of H. O. Norton and Augustine 
Spencer, for treason! Knowing the threats 
from several persons, that the two Smiths 
should never leave Carthage alive , we all be- 
£an to be alarmed fur t;;eir personal safety. 
Tn6 Governor and Gen. Dewing conducted 
them before the McDonough troops and intro- 
duced them as Gen. Joseph Smith and Gen. 
Hyrum Smith. This manoeuvre came near 
raising a mutiny amongst the Carthage Greys, 
but the Governor quelled it. 
r In the afternoon, after great exertions on 
the part of our counsel, we dispensed with an 
investigation, and voluntarily gave bail for 
our appearance to to the Circuit Court, to an- 
swer in the easa of abating tne Nauvoo Ex- 
positor, as a nuisance. 

At evening the justice made out a raitimus, 
without an investigation, and committed the 
two Smiths to prison until discharged by due 
course of law , and they were safely guarded to 
jail. In the morning tire Governor went to 
the jail and had an interview with these men 
and to very appearance all things were ex- 
plained on both sides. 

The Constable then went to take these men 
from the jail, before the Justice for examina- 
tion, but the jailor refused to let. them go, as 
they were under his direction, “until discharg- 
ed by due course of law;” but the Governor’s 
troops to the amount of two or three hundred, 
rook them cut to the Court House, when the 
hearing was continued till Saturday the 29th, 
and they were remanded to jail. Several of 
our citizens had permits from the Governor to 
lodge with them, and visit them in jail.

Joseph 
and llyrum ace dead, but not by the Carthage 
people. The guards were true as I believe. 

We will prepare to move the bodies as 
soon as possible. 

The the people of the county a us greatly 
excited, and tear the Mormons will come out 
and take vengeance. 1 have pledgpd my 
word the Mormons will stay at home as soon 
as they can he informed, and no violence will 
be offered on their part, and say to the friends 
m Nauvoo, in the name of the Lord, be stiff, 
be patient, only let sncli friends as choose to 
come here to see the bodies.

The Governor as well as the citizens of 
Carthage were thunder struck and iLd. 

The Legion in Nauvoo was called outat 10 
odock A. M., and addressed by Judge Phelps, 

Colonel JBuckmaster of Alton, the Governor’s 
aid, and others, and all excitement and fury 
allayed, and preparations were made to. re- 
ceive the bodies of the noble Martyrs. About 
three o’clock they were met by a large as- 
sembly of people, east of the 'Temple on Mul* 
holland street, under the direction of the city 
Marshall, followed by Samuel H. Smith, the 
brother of the deceased. Dr. Richards and Mr. 

Hamilton, of Cartilage. 

The wagons were guarded by S men. The 
procession that followed in Nauvoo. was the 
city council, the Lieuts. Gens. Staff, the brig- 
adier and suff, commanders and officers of the 
Legion and citizens generally, which num- 
bered several thousands, amid the most sol- 
emn lamentations and wailings, which even 
assendnd into the ears of the Lord of Hosts 
to be avenged of cur enemies. 

When the procession arrived the bodies 
were both taken into the A Nauvoo Mansion.’

The audience were addressed by Dr. Rich- 
ards, Judge Phelps, Woods and Recu, Ksqrs.

STATE RENT OF FACTS.

T’hey arrived at Carthago 
lute at night and next morning voluntarily 
surrendered themselves to a constable who 
held a writ against them on a charge of riot 
for destroying the press, typo and fixtures of 
the Nauvoo expositor, the property of Win. 
and wilson Uw, and other dissenters. 

Groat excitement prevailed in the county of 
Hancock, and had extended to many of the 
surrounding counties. A large number of 
the Militia of several counties were under I 
arm9 at Carthage, the head quatters of the 
commanding General, Doming; and many 
other troops were under arms at Warsaw and 
other places in the neighborhood. The Gov. 
wo 9 at head quarters in person, lor the pur- 
pose of seeing that the laws were executed 
and had pledged his own faith and that of the 
State, that the Smiths and the other persons 
concerned with them should be protected 
from violence, if they would surrender them- 
selves to be dealt with according to law. — 
During the two succeeding days his Excel- 
lency repeatedly expressed to the legal coun- 
sellors of the Smiths his determination to 
protect the prisoners and to see that they 
should have a fair and impartial examination 
so far as depended on the executive of the 
state. On Ttiesdsy morning; soon after the 
surrender of the prisoners on the charge of ri- 
ot, Gen. J .seph -Smith and his brother Hyrum 
were arrested on a charge of treason against 
the state of Illinois. The affidavits on which 
the writs issued were made by Henry Nor- 
ton and Augustine Spencer. 

On Tuesday afternoon the two Smiths and 
other persons on the charge of riot appeared 
before R. F. Smith, a justice of the peace re- 
siding at Carthage, and by advice of counsel, 
and to prevent if possible any increase of ex- 
citement, voluntarily entered into recognizan- 
ces in the sum of five hundred dollars each, 
with unexceptionable security, for their ap- 
pearance at the next term cf the Circuit court 
for said county. The whole number of per- 
sons recognized is fifteen, most if not ail of 
them leading men in the Mormon church. 

Making out the bonds and justifying bail 
necessarily consumed considerable time, and 
when this was done it was near night, and 
the Justice adjourned his comt over without 
calling on the Smiths to answer to theJcbarge 
of treason, or even intimating to their counsel 
or the prisoners that they were expected to 
enter into the examination that night. In less 
than an hour after the adjournment of the 
court, constable Bettersworth who had arres- 
ted the prisoners in the morning appeared at 
Hamilton’s Hotel and insisted that the Smiths 
should go to jail, Mr. Woods of Burlington, 
and myself, as counsel ror the prisoners insis- 
ted that they were intitled to be brought be- 
fore the Justice for examination before they 
could be sent :o jail. The constable to our 
surprise, thereupon exhibited a mitterous from 
said justice as follows;

the name of the people to Teeeive the said Jo- 
seph and Hyrum Smith into your custody in 
tbejniiof the county aforesaid, there to re- 
main until discharged by due course of law.

His Excellency did not think it within the 
sphere of his duty to interfere, and the priso- 
ners were removed from their lodgings to jail. 
The recitals of the mittemus so^ far as they 
relate to the irison-rs having been brought 
before the justice for trial, and it thereappear- 
ing that the mc<-s^uy witnesses of the pros- 
ecution were absent, is wholly untrue, unless 
they could have appeared before the justice, 
without being present in person or by counsel; 
nor is thero any law in Illinois which permits 
a justice to commit persons to prison without 
examination as to tho probability of tiieir 
guilt; 

On Wednesday forenoon tho Governor in 
company with one of his frtenda visited the 
prisoners at the jail, and again assured 1 them 
that they fchodd ho protected from violence, 


and told them that if the troops were marched 
tho next morning to Nauvoo, as he then ex- 
pected, they {‘hould bo taken along iu order to 
insure their personal safely* 

On the same morning some one or more of 
tho attorneys for the prosecution, expressed 
their wish to me, that the prisoners should bo 
brought out of jail for examination. They 
were” unswered that they had already been 
committed, and that the justice and constable 
had no farther control over them, and that if 
the prosecutors wished the prisoners brought 
out of jail, they should bring them out on a 
writ of habeas corpus, or seme other due course 
of law. The constable after this conversation 
went to the jail with an order from the justice 
and demanded the prisoners, but as the jailor 
could find no law authorizing a justice of the 
peace to to demand prisoners committed to his 
cl large, ho refused to give then* up, until dis- 
charged by due course of law. Upon the 
refusal to give up the prisoners, the company 
of Carthage Greys marched to the jail, by 
whose outers 1 know not, and compelled the 
jailor against his will and conviction of duty, 
to deliver the prisoners to the constable, who 
forthwith took them before Justice Smith, the 
captain of the Carthage Greys. The counsel 
for tho prisoners thou appeared and asked tor 
subpoenas for witnesses on the part of the 
prisoners, and expressed their wish to go into 
the examination, as witnesses could be bro’t 
from Nauvoo to Carthage. The justice there- 
upon fixed the 'examination for 12 o’clock cr* 
Thursday the 27th in&t., and the prisoners 
were remanded back to jail. Soon after a 
council of the military officers was called by 
the Governor, and it wasjdrtermined to march 
on the next rooming to Nauvoo, with all the 
troops but one company, v hich was to be se- 
lected by the Governor to guard the prisoners 
whom it was determined should be left at 
Cart hag?. On Tuesday morning another 
consultation ot officers look place, and the 
former orders for marching to Nauvoo with 
the whole army, were countermanded. One 
com pony was ordered to march to Nauvoo 
with the Governor, the Carthage Greys who 
had been under arrest but two days before, 
for insulting the commanding General, ant}, 
were mere hostile to the prisoners than any 
other company on the ground, were selected 
to guard the prisoners, and the other troops 
including those rendezvoused! at Golden’s 
Point, from Warsaw, and who had been 
promised that the would be marched to Nau- 
voo, were disbanded. A guard of only eight 
men were stationed at the jail, whilst lherest 
of the Greys were in camp, at a quarter of a 
mile distant, and whilst the Governor wa3 
harranguing the peaceeable citizens of Nau- 
voo, and asking them to give up their own 
aims, the assassins were murdering the pri- 
soners in jail, whom he had pledged himself 
and the faith of the state to protect.

The following proclamation has just reach- 
ed us from head quarters. We assure the 
governor, if he can manage human butchers, 
he has nothing to fear from armless, timid, 
and law abiding Latter clay Saints: 

TO THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF 
ILLINOIS 

I desire to make a brief but true statement 
of the recent disgraceful affair at Carthage, in 
regard to the Smith’s, so far as circumstances 
have come to my knowledge. The Smih’s 
Joseph and Hyrum, have been assassinated 
in Jail, by whom is not known but will be 
ascertained. — l pledged mvsJf foT their safety, 
and upon the (as.-uranco of that pledge, they 
surrendered as prisoners. The Mormon* sur- 
rendered the public arms in then- possession, 
and the Nauvoo Legion submitted to the 
command of Captain SingUon, of Brown 
County, deputed for that purpose by roe. All 
these things were required to satisfy the old 
citizens of Hancock, lhat the Mormons were 
peaceably disposed: and to allay jealousy 
and excitement in their mimte. It appears 
however that the compliance of the Mormons 
wi’h every requisition made upon them fnil- 
ed of th.nt purpesm. The pledge of security 
to the Smith’s, was not given upon my indi- 
vidual responsibility. Before leave it, 1 ob- 
tained a pledge of honor by an uuanimoQS 
vote from the officers and men under uiv 
command, to sustain me in performing it. If 
the assassination ot the Smith’s was commit* 
ted by any pot; on of ihcse tfiuy have added 
tre chery to murder, ami have done all they 
could do to disgrace the state, ar.d sully tha 
public honor. 

On the morning of the day the deed waa 
committed, we bud proposed to march the army 
under my command into Nauvoo. I however 
discovered on tho evening before, that noth- 
ing hut utter destruction of the city would 
ufetiftfy a portion of tho treeps; and that if wc 


marched into fcl*e city, prateirts would not he 
w^rrting f>f commencing hostilities* The 
had Slone every thing required of 
•hew. Offensive nperatioua on our part would 
hare been as ce^ust aud disgraceful es they 
Would have bet^a impolitic, in the present 
critical of the year, the harvest and 

the crops* For these reason* I decided, in t 
council of officer*, to disband the army, ex- 
cept three companies, two of wb eh were re* 
tained aa a guard for the j til. With the other 
company ( nru chad into Nauvoo. to address 
the inhabitants there, and tell them what 
they mi ihl expert in case they designedly nr 
imprudently promoted a war. 1 porforr. ;d this 
duty as I think plainly and emphatically, and 
thea set out far Carthage. When 1 had 
marched about three miles a messenger in- 
formed me of the occurrences at Carthage, I 
hastened on to that place. T!ie guard it is 
rtaid did their dsaiy but were overpowered. 
Many of the inhabitants of Carthage had lieu 
With their families* Others were prepared to 
go. I apprehended danger lo ibe setulenrents 
from the sudden fury and passion ot the 
Mormons and sanctioned their movements in 
this respect. 

- _ General Doming volunteered to remain 
tteith a few troops to observe the progress of 
eveuts, to defend property against smalt num- 
bers. and with orders to rc.ireat if menaced 
by a stronger farce. I decided to proceed im. 
mediately to Quincy, to’p repare a force suffi- 
cient to supress disorders, incase if should 
ensue far the foregoing transactions or from 
any other cause, 1 have hopes that the Mor- 
mons will make sofurther difficulties. In this 
I may be mistaken. The other party may uot 
be satisfied. They .nay recommence aggres- 
sion. lam determined to preserve the peace 
against all breakers of the srme, at all haz- 
ards. I think, present ctrcumstanaes warrant 
the precaution, of having competent force at 
my disposal, in readiness to roarchj at a mo- 
ments warning. My postion at Quincy will 
enable me to get the, earliest inteligence, and 
to communicate orders with greater celerity. 

I baveoecidcd lo issue the following <rener- 
bI orders. 

SIGNS OF PEACE! 

Colonel Fellowes and Captain Jones, are re- 
quested to proceed by the first boat to Nauvoo

They are also requested 
to return to Warsaw and make similar enqui- 
ries therejasccrtaio bow far false minors have 
been pat afloat for the purpose of raising 
forces; what is the purpose of the Militia as” 
sembled, w hether any attack is intended on 
Nauvoo. Ascertain also, whether any per- 
sons from Missouri ot Iowa intended to take 
part in the matter, and in my name forbid any 
such irterference, withont my request, on 
pam of being demanded far punishment.

MLuxuER AND r.YNcTI LAW IN 
MlSSlSa'lTl. 

The Natchez Courier t nnlains the par- 
ticulars of ail atrocious uunier in J el Ver- 
son county. Miss., with the sum nary ex 
ecu lion of uvo ol the murderers. I t seems 
that Mr. Wm. Boyer, a planter living 
nearTorry’s store, was about to correct 
one of his negroes for some offence, when 
ti» rt VcUftw turned upon Ins master, and 
w*;; about *o overpower him. The lat- 
ter called upr p itvo negro women, who 
were st work in the same field, for assis- 
tance: but instead of helping, they fell 
upon him with their hoes and soon put 
him to death. The three negroes secre- 
ted the body of Mr. B. in a hush heap; 
but in two days time it beginning to smell 
they removed it to a log pile, set every- 
thing on fire, and burnt the body to ashes. 
The negroes, suspecting that the absence 
of their m-aster would soon be known, as- 
sumed boldness enough to tell some of 
the neighbors that Mr. B. had been ab- 
sent for some days — that hi* horse had 
come up saddled, bridaled. &c., and that 
they had suspected foul play. A search 
was immediately instituted by the neigh- 
bors, and after some rime they came up 
on the spot in the field where the combat 
the taken place between Mr. Boyd and 
the negroes. One thing led to another 
u n * i l the negroes were all arrested; when 
they acknowledged their crime as above 
staled. The excitement among the peo- 
ple assembled was very great. About mie 
hundred persons were collected on Fri 
dry, 31sl ult" one week from the day of 
the murder. They appointed a jury of 
eighteen men to decide what should be 
dime with the negroes — Fourteen of the 
jury were lor banging the negroes and 
four against it. Two of the negroes, the 
man and one of the women, were hung in- 
stantly. The other woman was spared.

THE MURDER OF JOE SMITH. 

The Louisville Journal of July 3d, says: 

*‘We have seen a gentleman who was 
in Navoo on Friday, and who informs us. 
that all was quiet there, the prominent 
Mormons exhorting their followers to off- 
er no insult or molestation to any one, 
and in no case to offer violence except in 
strict self-defence. The deepest griel and 
affliction pervaded the city. There ap- 
peared lo be no danger of the burning of 
Warsaw or Carthage” 

The Cincinnati Gazette of July 4th, 
slates that the reports about the Mormons, 
and the death of Joe Smith and his bro- 
ther are various’and contradictory. A trav 
eller just from the scene, of apparent can- 
dor and truth, gives the following account 
of the death of the prophet; 

‘ He was left in prison, with Hiram at 
Carthage, and a guard of sixty men pla- 
ced ovn them by order of Gov. Ford. — 
The Guard, except about eight, had left 
their position at the Jail, when a mob 
disguized in dress, and painted black in 
the faces, rushed into the Jail, shot Hiram 
dead, an then killed Joe. No resistance 
was made by either. Joe was leaning or 
fitting upon a window when shot; he fell 
from it cxclaming. My God! My God! 
and died, — After he reached the ground 
! he was stabbed, apparently by a young 
1 man, in the breast, who said ‘Damn you: 
j take that; you killed my father.’ ”

THE WESTERN PRESBYTERIAN

Resolved , That this convention hereby 
solemnly declare their unqualified reproba- 
tion of American Slavery as a great mor- 
al, personal and political evil, threaten- 
ing, if not speedily abandoned, ruin to the 
nation. 

Resolved , That it is, therefore, the 
imperious duty of all men in all suitabl- 
ways to make known their hearty dis- 
approbation of American Slavery, espe 
ciaily, by avoiding all such feflowshi 
with those who uphold it. as mi^ht impl . 
directly or indirectly any connivance a 
its perptuity or extension. Adopted.”

Port au Prince , June 12, 1844. 

The island is perfectly tranquil once 
more, unless some few disorders which 
were committed at Aux Caves may be 
considered an exception. There, the sol- 
diers, who were exasperated at not re- 
ceiving their pay, as they had been led to 
hope they would on a certain Sunday, 
but in which they were disappointed, 
owing to the non arrival of funds from 
the capital, had pillaged some shops, but 
not to any extent. Jt is constantly ex- 
pected, however, that all would be amica- 
bly arranged in a very short lime. 

President Guerricr, a black general, the 
most influential man on the North of the 
Island, appears to act with energy, and 
his cabinet is well formed. It consists of 
Mons. Ily polite, sometimes called Gctm, 
(a black), Minister of War and the Exte- 
rior; Monsieur Paul, (a black), Minister 
of the Interior and Agriculture; Monsier 
II. Fery, (a colored man). Minister of 
Public Instruction, of Justice and Reli- 
gion; Mons. Laudan, (colored), Minister 
of Finance and Commerce. These are 
all well educated and influential men, and 
arc popular with all parties. It is hoped, 
therefore, that they will bring, ere long, 
things to a more healthy state m this un- 
fortunate island*.

party at St. Domingo, had two small 
brigs of war; and that the Unfed States 
6loop of war, Preble, and a British war 
schooner, were lying off the port ofjkux 
Cayes. 

Captain Davis mentions also the fail- 
ure of Guerrier’s overtures to the Spanish 
party, or Dominicans, and their demand 
to be recognized as an independent state.
